Experts evaluate law allowing 
ying patient a natural death

A panel of experts raised 
questions and pointed out flaws in 
the state Natural Death Act, the 
nation’s first law allowing terminal 
patients to refuse life - sustaining 
treatment. 

Michael Gilfix, director of Senior 
Adults Legal Assistance in Palo 
Alto, told some 150 persons at a 
Chaffey College seminar last Friday 
the Natural Death Act is ‘‘a very 
good law that broke ice for the 
nation” but its lofty goals are 
hampered by some provisions. 

Most of those attending the 
seminar were nurses, who received 
credit toward license renewal from 
the state Board of Registered 
Nursing by participating in the 
death symposium Friday and 
Saturday. 

The Natural Death Act took effect 
Jan. 1, 1977. Its purpose is to allow 
— through a written directive — 
withholding of life - sustaining 
procedures if a person is afflicted 
with a terminal condition. 

The five speakers representing 
the clergy and legal and medical 
professions agreed that the law falls 
short of its intended goals. 

Gilfix — whose legal assistance 
organization provides information 
about the law — outlined several key 
provisiens of the act: 

— A directive may be signed by 
any competent person 18 years or 
older. 

— The directive must contain the 
exact language set forth in the act. 

— Two persons must witness the 
signing of the directive.

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Gilfix noted that the witnesses 
cannot be related to signer, nor can 
they be anyone who might be 
entitled to inherit from the signer’s 
estate. The law also prohibits the 
attending physician from being a 
witness. 

— The directive is binding only if 
signed 14 days after a terminal 
patient’s condition has been 
diagnosed and ‘‘certified.”’ 

The attorney said that according 
to one interpretation of the law this 
provision results in a ‘“‘blatant Catch 
22”’ because the law states death 
must be imminent, meaning within 
about two weeks. 

Gilfix said the law in no way 
involves euthanasia or ‘‘mercy 
killing,” although the terms often 
come up during discussions of the 
act. 

Panelist Donald Maroney, 
Upland’s city attorney, said, ‘It’s 
hard to know exactly what the act 
does ... it came out sort of doing 
nothing.” 

He said he was unsure how taking 
a patient off life - sustaining 
treatment under the act would 
affect life insurance policies, which 
do not pay off in cases of suicide. 

“T can see litigation until the cows 
come home,” he remarked. 

He noted the directive is only 
advisory, not binding, on physicians 
if signed before a terminal illness 
has been diagnosed. 

The attending physician is the 
‘‘stuckee’’ in terminal cases, 
Maroney said. 

‘“‘T don’t blame the guy who won’t 
turn off the juice. I don’t think I 
would either.” 

He said the act has some value 
because it eliminates legal liability 
of the doctor who takes a terminal 
patient off life - sustaining 
treatment if the directive has been 
signed. He added, however, that 
provisions of the law limit the 
possibility of such cases. 

Attorneys Maroney and Gilfix 
both said few people have inquired 
about the directive since the 
Natural Death Act became law a 
year ago. 

Two other members of the panel 
said the law could actually have 


harmful effects, forcing doctors to 
maintain life - sustaining treatment 
in cases when they would have 
previously discontinued the 
procedures with the consent of the 
patient or family 

The Rev. Charles Bennison Jr., 
rector of St. Mark’s Episcopal 
Church in Upland, said the law 
“tends to restrict doctors from 
daring to withhold” treatment 

He commented, “I now know St. 
Paul is right, there’s no salvation in 
the law.” 

Hans Wiik, associate 
administrator of San Antonio 
Community Hospital in Upland, said 
doctors are ‘‘scared’’ to write ‘“‘no 
resus (resuscitation)’’ for a slowly 
dying patient. 

He and the fifth panelist — the 
Rev. John W. Flucke, retired 
minister with the United Church of 
Christ — pointed out that ‘“‘living 
wills” written by individuals are 
more eloquent and dignified than the 
legalese of the Natural Death Act. 

Flucke even advised signing a 
living will until the two weeks after 
a terminal illness has been actually 
diagnosed and certified. 

Gilfix pointed out a living will is 
only an expression of desire and 
intent of the signer and has no legal 
effect 

He said the author of the Natural 
Death Act, Assemblyman Barry 
Keene (D - Eureka), plans to offer 
amendments to the law. 

Bennison raised philosophical 
questions about the act. He noted 
that the law seemed directed at 
eliminating the indignity of pain for 


terminal patients. This 
‘presupposes pain is an indignity,” 
he commented. 

“T hate pain, but I’ve never 
considered it a threat to my 
dignity,’’ Bennison added. 

He said Americans do not handle 
death well, although the 
population's focus on it ‘‘approaches 
pornographic.” 

“In contrast to the past, we want 
sudden death,” he said. Bennison 
said he can see the value in allowing 
time for family and friends to 
assemble in cases when someone is 
dying. 

“‘] like the phrase ‘right to live out 
my own death,’’’ he told the 
seminar 

Wiik noted escalating medical 
costs can drive the hospital bill of 
terminal patients to more than 
$40,000. He added that with the 
prescription of narcotics, pain is no 
longer a major concern in terminal 
cases 

He said the expense and trauma to 
the family are more important. 

He asked if the act was really 
necessary and said he felt a ‘‘sense 
of failure’ that the law was passed. 

Wiik recommended hospital 
ethics committees — comprised of 
doctors, clergy, lawyers and others 
— be set up to shift the decision on 
withholding life sustaining 
treatment away from one doctor 
and the family when the patient 
cannot respond 

He added that the nurses would 
probably agree with him that the 
hospital is not the place for a person 
to die

City Attorney Donald Maroney 
said Monday he will arrange the 
meeting with attorney Fritz 
Stradling, an expert on assessment 
districts 

The City Council last week 
postponed consideration of fee 
schedules to help finance storm 
drains and traffic signals for at least 
the sixth time. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
said this week that while both city 
staff and the chamber recommend 
an eventual bond election to provide 
funds for the storm drains, the size 
and timing of bond issue would be 
among the points discussed. 

The proposed fee schedule for 
storm drains is geared to new 
development paying its share of the 
construction costs, Blanchard said. 

Drainage fees under the tentative 
schedule prepared for the council, 
would range from $275 - $85 per 
single - family unit, depending on lot 
size and assessment district. 

The proposed ordinance outlines 
13 drainage areas. Fees for multi - 
family residential, commercial and 
industrial use range from $1,690 - - 
$2,770 an acre. 

Blanchard said that at most the 
fees could raise $3.3 million toward 
the $14 million worth of storm 
drains Upland needs. 

In a position paper presented to 
the council Jan. 16, the chamber 
requests the city to explore 
formation of a single assessment 
district for the city. 

Blanchard said the formation of 
single assessment district and the 
possibility of using storm drain fees 
toward the bond election, suggested 
by the chamber, are legal questions 
that will be discussed. 

The city engineer said fee rates 
suggested by the chamber would be 
illegal under state law because they 
place a disproportionate share of the 
burden on residential development.

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Supervisors approve 
amendment on salaries

Without fanfare Monday, the 
county board of supervisors ap- 
proved the final version of a charter 
amendment that would regulate 
future pay increases for super- 
visors. 

If a majority of the county’s 
voters support the proposal in the 
June 6 primary, it would deprive the 
Supervisors of the unrestricted 
authority they have to vote 
themselves pay raises. 

Since the supervisors attempted 
in mid-1976 to vote themselves a pay 
increase of nearly 40 percent — 
from $21,612 to $30,178, then the 
salary of the lowest paid elected 
department head — they have taken 
a political beating on this issue. 

The only comment at Monday’s 
hearing on the salary proposal was 
made by Chairman Robert O. Town- 
send of Chino, who said, ‘“... We 


haven’t had a procedure for some 
time in establishing our salaries, 
and this certainly will establish a 
procedure.’’ 

The supervisors voted themselves 
their most recent pay raise in 
August, from $22,998 to $24,844, 
effective Oct. 8. 

The proposed charter amend- 
ment, to be known as Proposition A, 
would generally leave final salary- 
setting responsibility with the 
supervisors. 

But the supervisors would have to 
rely on recommendations of the 
grand jury and could approve only 
limited pay increases in most in- 
stances. 

The proposed charter amendment 
includes the following provisions: 

— In odd-numbered years, the 
supervisors could vote themselves a 
maximum pay raise of 7 percent, or 
the annual change in the local Con-

sumer Price Index, whichever is 
lower. The raise could be voted only 
after a grand jury review. 

— In even-numbered years, star- 
ting in 1980, the grand jury would 
conduct a comprehensive study of 
supervisors’ salaries, based on 
several factors. It then would make 
its recommendation to the super- 
visors. 

— If the supervisors favored a pay 
raise greater than the grand jury’s 
recommendation, or if the raise 
were greater than 12 percent, four 
of the five supervisors would have to 
endorse it and a majority of the 
county’s voters would have to ap- 
prove it. 

— Among the factors the grand 
jury must take into account in its 
comprehensive studies are San Ber- 
nardino County’s rank in population 
and supervisors’ salaries, compared 
with other counties in California. 

Others are the current economic 
condition of county government, 
changes in supervisors’ respon- 
sibilities and the supervisors’ ex- 
pense allowances. 


— Members of the board of super- 
visors would be designated as full- 
time officials. Although all five 
supervisors are in practice full-time 
officials, the charter now says only 
the chairman is. It is silent about 
the other supervisors.

Supervisors ok lake construction 


Construction of underground 
drainage lines and other im- 
provements essential to the comple- 
tion of two large lakes at Prado 
Regional Park has been approved by 
the county board of supervisors. 

The cost of construction work 
related to the lakes is now estimated 
at $3 million, not quite half of the 
$8.5 million ultimately expected to 
be spent on development of the park 
south of Chino. 

Filling of the two lakes is ex- 
pected in about eight months, and 
the number of visitors to Prado 
Regional Park is expected to in- 
crease sharply once the lakes are 
completed. The lakes will offer op- 
portunities for boating, fishing and 
swimming 

The cost of the latest construction 
work is set at $640,000, which will be 
shared equally by San Bernardino 
County and the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. The corps will do the 
work. 

Of the county's share, all but $85,- 
000 will be transferred from con- 
struction projects that either will 
not be built this year or have 
available surpluses. 

Included in the latest work will be 
construction of underground 
drainage lines and connection of the 
lake filling system to underground 


drains, installation of valve systems 
to reguiate the lake flow, and con- 
struction of a seawall and fishing 
docks. 

The corps is involved because it 
has authority over the Prado Flood 
Control Basin, where the park is 
located. 

The work is considered necessary 
to assure water quality. 

A contract for the latest construc- 
tion work is expected to be awarded 
in late March, with construction 
beginning around April 1. Construc- 
tion work is expected to last until

Shoe repair of children’s 
shoes is certainly not advis- 
able if there is no growth 
room left in them. 

Therefore, it is recom- 
mended that you have your 
retailer check the old shoes 
to’ make sure there's still 
room left in them. A reputa- 
ble.dealer values your busi- 
ness and recognizes the 
good will he can earn by 
suggesting that you repair 
your child’s shoes. In fact 
he may recommend a qual- 
ified:shoe serviceman to do 
the job.

‘Close Encounters of the Third Kind’ 





Movie probes UFO existence 


More than 10 million Americans 
believe they have seen Unidentified 
Flying Objects. Did these ‘‘glowing 
discs,’ ‘‘shimmering lights’’ or 
‘pulsating spheres’ originate 
outside our own solar system? Do 
they represent attempts by 
intelligent beings to observe Or 
contact us? 

To some experts, like astronomer 
J. Allen Hynek, solving the mystery 
of UFO phenomena will lead to a 
‘quantum jump’ in our scientific 
knowledge. To others, such as 
aviation editor Phillip Klass, there 
is a ‘‘prosaic, terrestrial’’ answer 
for every UFO sighting, however 
bizarre. 

The release of the motion picture, 
“Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind,’’ should deepen the 
controversy 

Director Steven Spielberg rooted 
his imagery in an awesome body of 
scientific data, which has been 
growing daily, ever since ‘‘mystery 
airships”’ were first ‘‘sighted”’ in the 
skies over Europe during the late 
19th century. 

Spielberg’s guide, as he immersed 
himself in three decades of UFO 
detection, Dr. J. Allen Hynek, 
former director of Ohio State 
University’s McMillin Observatory. 
In 1948, Hynek became the nation’s 
leading UFO sleuth when he was 
retained by the Air Force to head 
Project Blue Book, a continuing 
study of UFO phenomena 

Hynek admits he began the 
project as a skeptic Twenty years 
later, after investigating - 12,600 
reported sightings, he felt that only 
the outer shell of a scientific 
breakthrough has been probed. 

“About 95 percent of UFOs turn 
out to be IFOs — Identified Flying 
Objects such as advertising planes, 
Venus, or weather balloons,” he 
later stated. It was the official 
attempts to dismiss the remaining 5 
percent as hoaxes and 
hallucinations which disturbed him. 

‘How can hallucinations appear 
on radar, break tree branches and 
scare animals?’ he asked. ‘“‘How 
can they leave physical traces or 
stop cars? We're dealing with 
something far more complex than 
hallucinations or apparitions.” 

“To put it bluntly, the Air Force 
was under orders from the Pentagon 
to debunk UFOs,”’ he told an 
interviewer some years later. 

Parting company with the Air 
Force, Hynek founded the Center 
for UFO Studies in Evanston, 
Illinois, where the monumental task 
of computerizing, cataloguing and 
investigating more than 100 daily 
UFO sightings continues 

To help categorize UFO sightings, 
Hynek had divided them into three 
kinds of ‘‘close encounters.”’ The 
first kind involved sighting an 
Unidentified Flying Object. The 
second required some physical 
evidence of the encounter. The third 
was one in which there was actual 
contact with the occupants of a 
UFO 

It was an encounter of the ‘first 
kind” in 1947 that launched the 
modern era of American UFO 
sightings. Kenneth Arnold, a Boise, 


Idaho businessman and an 
experienced Air Rescue pilot, 
reported seeing nine disc - shaped 
objects flying in loose formation. 
Their motion was undulating, he 
told newsmen, ‘“‘like a saucer 
skipping over the water.” 

His term ‘‘flying saucer’ became 
part of the language. ‘‘IT’s a 
misnomer, if there ever was one,” 
states Hynek, pointing out that 
UFOs come in a dazzling range of 
shapes and sizes, from “luminous 
tear drops’’ to ‘‘diamond shaped 
projectiles’ to ‘‘brightly lit 
chariots,’ depending on the 
observer. 

‘In fact, an unidentified flying 
object is not always flying and may 
not even be an object,’ he 
continues. Insteads, his definition 
encompasses a broad range of 
phenomena, ‘‘which remain 
unidentified after close scrutiny of 
all available evidence by technically 
capable persons.” 

What happened to President 
Jimmy Carter in Leary, Georgia in 
October 1969 falls under that 
definition. Carter stated that he was 
waiting for an outdoor meeting to 
begin when a sharply outlined, self - 
luminous object appeared in the sky 
“Ten or 12 of us watched it: the 
brightness attracted us,” he 
recalled in an official UFO sighting 
report. ‘‘It made no noise but it was 
clearly visible for several 
minutes.” 

While the president is the most 
prominent world figure to have filed 
a UFO sighting report, he is hardly 
alone. Among the other Americans 
who believe that have sighted a UFO 
are John Gilligan, Governor of 
Ohio; astronauts James McDivtt 
and Gordon Cooper, and score of 
people from all walks of life, 
including scientists, airline pilots. 
astronomers and governinent 
officials. 

Encounteres seem to come in 
waves, according to researchers, in 
1939 and again in 1946, Scandinavia 
was a center of UFO activity. A 
sudden rush of sightings in the 
southern United States in 1952 was 
followed by similar waves in France 
and Africa in 1954 and South 
American in 1957. UFO reports 
became relatively infrequent until 
1967 when they again accelerated. 

To skeptics, the fact that UFO 
reports come in clusters confirms 
the ‘‘mass hysteria’ or 
“Hallucination” theory. To those 
who believe they represent some 
extraterrestrial visitation, the 
answer is equally clear. Each new 
wave signifies a separate incursion 
of the earth’s atmosphere. 

When the answer does come, 
Hynek predicts, it may shatter some 
of our most cherished scientific 
tenets. 

The sensationalism surrounding 
close encounters and the risk of 
public ridicule makes investigating 
UFO reports — and ‘‘close 
encounters of the third kind’ 
particularly — extremely difficult. 

‘‘A person may not be reluctant to 
report to friends, or even to the 
police, that he has seen a strangely 
behaving light,”’ says Hynek. ‘But 


he has quite a different attitude 
when it comes to revealing a close 
encounter with a UFO, particularly 
if humanoids were involved. 


“T know of one ‘case’ in which the 
witness is still debating with himself’ 


whether to go on the record. He isa 
successful, college educated man 
who blanches at having to bear the 
taunts of well - meaning friends and 
defend his sanity to all comers.” 

Hynek appreciates his concern. 
During his first inquiries into UFO 
phenomena, Hynek recalls, ‘I could 
swallow daylight discs, nocturnal 
lights and so forth, but I rebelled 
inwardly at the idea of occupants. 
Now, I suspect that the close 
encounters of the third kind may 
hold the key to the entire UFO 
riddle.” 


The concept of extraterrestrial’ 


visitors is not as improbable fo 
many scientists as it is to the 
genereal public. They reason that 
since there are billions of suns in the 
universe, apparently capable of 
supporting planetary systems, it 
would be miraculous if we didn’t 
share the cosmos with other lifé 
forms 


In Hynek’s view, there is one 
significant obstacle to accepting a 
concept of cosmic travel. “As an 
astronomer,” he points out, ‘‘I know 
what distances are involved and I 
don’t think people appreciate how 
vast the universe is.’’ For an alien 
civilization, from another solar 
system to reach us, he continues, if 
would require technological skills’so 
advanced that our science cannot 
envision them. 

“Yet it is conceivable,’ he goes 
on.’ Physicist Stanley Friedman 
has pointed out that to man 
crossing the plains in a covered 
wagon 100 years ago, the only 
imaginable way of bridging the 
distance between, say, St. Louis and 
San Francisco, was by using faster 
horses. He couldn't begin to 
imagine a 747 airplane 

‘Perhaps, in our provincial way, 
we cannot conceive of what a truly 
advanced civilization might 
accomplish.” 

Hynek offers another possible 
explanation for UFO phenomena, 
which he terms ‘‘parallel reality,” 

‘‘We know that there are a great 
many spaces within the atom which 
we cannot begin to see, even with an 
electron microscope. Those spaces 
are as vast, relatively, as the spaces 
between the stars in our solar 
system. What if those spaces 
represent an entire parallel 
universe to our own, implying that 
UFOs are a product of ‘inne 
space” rather than ‘outer space’? 

‘‘Parallel reality,’ he adds, is one 
of many theories which cannot be 
confirmed or rejected until far more 
scientific data has been compiled 
and many more years of 
investigation and evaluation have 
been completed.” 

Meanwhile, the documentation 
grows, as more than 100 UFO 
sightings are reported daily, 
throughout the world, some 5-10 
percent of which defy identification 
or rational explanation

Scores 
of California gray whales 
this month have already 
begun their annual 5,000- 
mile journey from the Ber- 
ing Sea to the Baja Califor- 
nia coast. 

All along the California 
coast this month you can oc- 
casionally spot the gray 
whales cruising near the 
shoreline in groups of two 
or as many as fifteen. The 
best lookout points for 
whale watching are, accor- 
ding to the National 
Automobile Club, Point 
Arena 35 miles south of 
Fort Bragg, Point Reyes 
promontory at the tip of 
Drakes Bay in Marin Coun- 
ty, Point Loma at the tip of 
San Diego Bay, and Point 
La Jolla just north of San 
Diego. 

The pregnant cows lead 
the way from the chilly Arc- 
tic waters in autumn to 
begin the longest migration 
of any living mammal. By 
mid-February some 4,000 
grays are wallowing in the 
warm waters of Scammons 
Lagoon, their favorite 
winter retreat, and other 
lagoons along Baja Califor- 
nia.

Gray whales start 
15000-mile Baja trip 


The California gray 
whales are about 35 to 40 
feet in length and weigh 
from 40 to 50 tons. They are 
dark colored with patches 
of gray and white. You can 
easily spot them when they 
blow or spout. Gray whales 
usually blow three times 
every five minutes. They 
surface from a cruising 
depth of 100 feet to exhale 
and take a breath of air. 
Sometimes the whales flip 
their flukes at this point and 
they may even leap com- 
pletely out of the water. 

Gray whales have no 
teeth. Instead they have 
comblike whalebone plates 
that hang down from the up- 
per jaw. These serve as 
strainers when they scoop 
in gallons of seawater to get 
at their favorite food, krill, 
which are small, shrimplike 
crustaceans. 

The calves are born after 
about one year’s gestation. 
At birth they weigh nearly a 
ton and are about fifteen 
feet long. If the sharks or 
the killer whales don’t 
catch the calf, he can swim 
alongside his mother all the 
way to the Arctic. 


The California gray 
whales were close to extinc- 
tion in 1937. But since then,

A new report says population 
growth in the foothill communities 
justifies the Foothill Freeway and 
that by recommending its deletion, 
the California Department of 
Transportation (Caltrans) has done 
nothing to solve critical problems 

“Significant transportation 
facility improvements within the 
corridor area are now needed ... and 
will be needed in the future as the 
impacts of the region’s rapid growth 
are placed upon the existing 
facilities,’ the report says 

“To eliminate an adopted and 
planned-for transportation corridor 
in face of these transportation needs 

appears to be shortsighted at 
best.” 

The report was prepared in 
support of local governments’ 
efforts to retain the freeway route, 
which Caltrans headquarters in 
Sacramento ants to delete from 
the state’s master plan for 
freeways 

The report will be presented to the 
California Transportation 
Commission, which on Feb. 1 will 
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Report says growt 


replace the California Highway 
Commission. The new commission, 
whose members haven't been 
appointed yet, will make the 
decision on the freeway. 

The $11,000 report was financed by 
the local communities in the 
freeway corridor — La Verne, 
Claremont, Upland and San 
Bernardino County, the latter on 
behalf of newly created Rancho 
Cucamonga — and the San 
Bernardino Associated 
Governments, the county’s 
transportation planning board. 

Tony Malone, administrator of the 
Foothill Freeway Association, said 
copies of the report will be sent to 
state officials who deal with 
transportation policy 

‘“‘We hope this report spurs them 
to come down and look at this 
problem,’ Malone, executive vice 
president of the Upland Chamber of 
Commerce, said last week in an 
interview 

The report itselt says little 
freeway supporters have not said 
already. But within its 30 pages, the 
report states concisely why

supporters believe Caltrans has 
failed to make its case for deleting 
the freeway route. 

The report was issued at a time 
when several decisions are pending 
on the freeway’s fate. 

In addition to the action by the 
California Transportation 
Commission, other developments 
relating to the freeway are as 
follows: 

— A bill that would require the 
state to protect the freeway route 
will probably get final legislative 
clearance in the next month and go 
to Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
desk. (See separate story on page 
4.) 


— At least one suit has been filed 
against a local city (Upland) 
because of indecision over the 
freeway’s fate. The property owner 
alleges that without fair payment, 
government in effect has taken his 
land within the right-of-way for 
public use. 


In turn, local governments may 
file suit against the state for failing 
to live up to contracts for freeway

construction — some as old as 20 
years. 

At the moment, however, local 
governments are concentrating on 
keeping the Foothill Freeway 
corridor in the state’s master plan 
for freeways 

“This area has got to have another 
(major) east-west route,’’ Malone 
said, particularly because of 
population growth in the foothill 
communities since 1975. ‘‘We’re no 
longer in the boondocks.”’ 

The report says that growth is 
expected to continue — from an es- 
timated 134,127 today to 194,663 by 
1990, or by almost 50 percent 

‘This growth pace ... is beginning 
to place significant pressures upon 
the traffic-carrying capacity of 
Foothill Boulevard, Base Line Road, 
Highland Avenue (19th Street) and 
other east-west surface streets of 
the corridor area,”’ it says. 

Without the freeway, the report 
adds, traffic on Foothill Boulevard 
will reach an average of 40,000 cars 
daily in 1995, more than twice the 
present volume, and traffic on Base 
Line Road will reach 25,000 cars per 


day — five times today’s volume. 

This growth must be taken into ac- 
count with the eastward expansion 
of the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area, the report adds. 

“The Foothill Freeway (Route 30) 
transportation corridor becomes 
even more crucial in meeting local 
as well as regional transportation 
needs,”’ it says. 

Freeway opponents, who have not 
been as active as supporters during 
the past year because most of the 
decision-making processes have 
been set in motion by those who 
want the freeway, don’t oppose the 
corridor concept. 

However, they want something 
other than a full freeway to handle 
the area’s transportation problems. 

The report criticizes Caltrans’ 
recommendation to delete the 
freeway route without offering 
alternatives. 

“The Caltrans proposal ... is a 
negative action which offers no 
solution to the transportation needs 
of the area,”’ it says. 

“Tt is our opinion that Caltrans, in 
arriving at their conclusion that the 
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freeway route is no longer viable, 
relied too heavily on financial 
capability to fund the route.” 

(The department has said it can 
see no way it will finance freeway 
construction ‘‘in the foreseeable 
future.’’) 

The report also accuses Caltrans 
of other omissions: 

— Failure to follow the state’s 
own transportation planning and 
development process. 


— Failure to review deletion of 
the freeway route in conformance 
with the California Environmental 
Quality Act of 1970. 


— Failure to pay attention to 
regional transportation planning 
agencies, including the Southern 
California Association of 
Governments, the San Bernardino 
Associated Governments and the 
Los Angeles County Transportation 
Commission.

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Schools face problems 
in dealing with newlaws

It has become obvious to 
me that schools in my dis- 
trict are reeling under the 
impact of the myriad of 
complex legislation which 
has been enacted during the 
past couple of sessions. 


During the interim 
recess, I had the opportuni- 
ty to talk with district 
educators and trustees and 
to visit a number of schools. 
The difficulty in implemen- 
ting all these laws which 
affect such a number of 
diverse programs, I 


believe, is reason to call 
“time out.” 
Therefore, . favor calling 


a moratoriw.i of at least 
two years on any new, sub- 
stantive legislation affec- 
ting California public 


schools. 

Our school systems now 
are trying to deal with SB 
160 which established 
collective bargaining for 
teachers; AB 1302, the 
Early Childhood Education 
measure; AB 3408 which 
mandates competency for 
graduation; AB 1329 which 
mandates that instruction 
be provided in the student’s 
primary language — the 
Chacon Bilingual-Bicultural 
Act; AB 65, the omnibus 
school finance and school 
improvement measure; AB 
551 for school staff in- 
service; and AB 1250, the 
Master Plan for Special 
Education. 


I believe the schools need 
time to accomplish the re- 
quired paperwork, parent- 


student orientation and in- 
service training required by 
this legislation. As well, 
considerable school per- 
sonnel attention has been 
diverted away from im- 
mediate teaching tasks to 
plan and evaluate all these 
programs. This time should 
be allotted without the 
probability of more 
legislative demands of their 
time and attention. 


I strongly feel that it is 
time to call a halt to any 
new measure which will 
add to the schools’ burdens 
or which intends to use 
schools as a tool for social 
change. It seems that the 
school has been given a 
greater and greater task in 
filling the void left by the 
family’s diminishing in- 


fluence on the child and by 
the declining impact of the 
church and _= youth 
organizations. 


Schools are devoting in- 
creasingly more education 
time to try to prevent 
venereal disease, fight drug 
and alcohol abuse, promote 
vehicle safety, treat 
emotional disturbances, in- 
crease consumer 
awareness and endless 
other causes while their 
basic responsibility — 
developing youngsters with 
the ability to read, write 
and speak the language — is 
being neglected. 

The result of this overex- 
tension of our schools is an. 
abundance of young people 
who are not prepared to 
enter the labor market and 


are unable to perform the 
basic skills necessary to 
provide for their livelihood. 


What a bonanza it would 
be if schools were indeed 
able to solve every 
problem, adapt and imple- 
ment every well-intentioned 
social reformer’s program 
and educate our children at 
the same time. That just 
simply is not the case. 


So, let’s stop. Let’s call a 
moratorium and give 
schools, parents and 
legislators time to examine 
the priorities, take stock of 
our resources, and define 
our goals. And, during this 
interim, perhaps we will 
find that there is a very im- 
portant role for each 
partner in the education 
process educator, 
trustee, parent, student, 
legislator — and we will 
assume our rightful role 
and improve our system.

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New law helps 
deaf in court

The approximately 186,- 
000 deaf people in California 
make up the state’s second 
largest non-English- 
speaking minority. Few of 
us can imagine the frustra- 
tion and problems faced 
every day by a deaf person 
in the midst of a hearing 
world. 

In order to communicate, 
the deaf must use sign 
language which, unlike 
other languages, is often 
fabricated within the family 
or group. 

Progress is being made 
toward the development of 
a universal sign language 
through such organizations 
as the National Registry of 
Interpreters for the Deaf, 
but there are still many 
deaf persons who have trou- 
ble communicating with 


others outside their small 
group or community. 

Until recently, the unique 
problem of a deaf person 
required to participate in 
court actions or ad- 
ministrative hearings was 
not treated any differently 
by law than those of other 
minority language groups. 

In order to ensure that the 
rights of deaf people will be 
protected, a new law — 
called the Deaf Inter- 
preters’ Bill — was enacted 
last summer by the 


legislature and became. 


effective Jan. 1. 

One of the most impor- 
tant provisions of the 
measure is the guarantee 
that a deaf person par- 
ticipating in a court action 
will be fully satisfied that 
he or she can understand 
the assigned interpreter 


before any action begins. 

The measure also defines 
what is meant by a qualified 
interpreter so that 
problems of judging com- 
petency will not continue to 
occur. Other provisions of 
the new law will strengthen 
the protection of a deaf per- 
son’s Miranda Rights. 

As always, there is a 
question of how much this 
new law will cost. Accor- 
ding to the legislative 
analyst’s office in 
Sacramento, the costs are 
negligible and certainly a 
worthwhile investment to 
guarantee that a deaf per- 
son has the rights due an 
American citizen.

Any discussion of the 
housewife’s role always

This is somewhat ironic, 
however, because homemakers do 
not really have rights. In fact, 1 am 
convinced that the status of 
nomemakers will not — and perhaps 
even cannot — improve as long as 
we cling to the sexist theories that 
everything the homefthaker does is 
instinctive. Only when women are 
accepted as full human beings with 
individual talents and unique 
capabilities will homemaking be 
recognized as work.”’ 


Ms. Brown continued to explain 
how gaining recognition for 
homemaking as legitimate work is 
the key to economic security for 
homemakers 


If I had a magic wand and could 
change homemaking to a ‘real’ job 

social security benefits, credit 
reform, inclusion of homemakers in 
the Gross National Product and 
flexible childcare just might also 
appear.” 

This lack of a ‘‘wage’’ for the 
housewife puts her in a dependent 
position to her husband. ‘‘Except in 
the eight community property 





states, the wife has no share of the 
property acquired during marriage 
other than what the earning spouse 
gives her as a gift,” explained 
Catherine East, a member of the 
National 
Observance of International 
Women’s Year and moderator of the

panel on the homemaker as an 
economic force. ‘‘At his death, 
however, she will have a right toa 


widely varying minimum share of

Health Tips 


Self-examination necessary 
to halt breast cancer early 


One out of every 13 
American women alive to- 
day will have breast cancer 
during her lifetime. Her 
chances of cure depend 
largely on how early the 
diagnosis is made and how 
soon treatment is started. A 
woman who detects her 
breast cancer early enough 
has a better than 85 percent 
chance of permanent cure 

To achieve this early 
diagnosis, it is important 
that you have an annual 
physical examination and 
learn to examine your own 
breasts correctly. Every 
woman should conduct this 
monthly self-examination 
of her breasts, preferably at 
the end of her menstrual 
period. This process is 
carried out first by looking 
and then by feeling 

With the arms hanging 
loosely at your sides, look at 
your breasts in a mirror 
Check for any change in the 
usual size, shape or contour 
of the breasts. Look for 
irregular areas such as 
depressions in the surface 
in the form of dimpling or 
puckering. Search for any 
unusual elevation which 
might be produced by swell- 
ing underneath. Check the 
nipples to see if there is any 
discharge from them or 
rash around them. Repeat 
this careful visual examina- 


tion of both breasts with the 


arms held high over the 
head 
Next, lie down and ex- 


plore each breast with the 
fingers of the opposite hand 
to locate the presence of 
lumps which were not there 
before. Feel all around each 
breast in a systematic 
fashion, taking into account 
each individual area. Many 
women find that thinking of 
a clock and checking each 
hour around the clock and 
then checking the area 
below the nipple separately 
allows them to examine 
each breast more accurate- 
ly. Search for lumps under 
each arm as well 

Any change which you 
may detect in your breasts 
does not necessarily mean 
cancer, but it should be 
reported immediately to 
your doctor so that he or she 
can decide what further 
diagnostic steps may be in- 
dicated 


A diagnostic tool your 
physician may use is X-ray 
mammography or 


xerography. The doctor can 
get a picture of the breast 
which may reveal the 
presence of cancer at a very 
early stage, even before it 
can be felt. At this early 
stage the chances are very 
good that the disease has 
not spread beyond its 
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original site and can be 
cured readily by surgery 


Women in higher risk 
groups should be particular- 
ly conscientious in having 
regular medical checkups 
and in practicing monthly 
self-examination. These 
higher risk groups are 
women who 1) have a 
positive family history of 
breast cancer, especially on 


their mothers’ side of the 
family, 2) have had no 
children or have had 


children at a late age; 3) 
have breasts which are dif- 
ficult to self-examine; 4 
have had cancer involving 
one breast; 5) have had 
several surgical procedures 
performed for suspected 
breast disease; and 6) have 
tall. stout figures. 


While research scientists 
continue their quest for 
more sensitive ways to 
detect breast cancer at the 
earliest possible stage, 
most doctors rely on the 
cooperation of their women 
patients in detecting 
masses through monthly 
self-examination and repor- 
ting them. Patients’ sharing 
of this responsibility with 
their physicians, combined 
with the use of modern 
diagnostic techniques, can 
bring about earlier 
diagnosis and increase the 


Relationships important 
for healthy, happy adults

In human relationships, it 
is true that “one plus one is 
more than two,’ as one 
sociologist has said. The 
whole pattern of 
‘ nelationships that emerges 
in a person, personal family 
and the extended family is 
more than the sum of the 
individuals involved. We 
aften speak of a community 
of persons, or a community 
af nations 
There is a great need in 
éach of us to be in contact 
with others, It is related to 
the need to procreate, the 
need to parent a child, the 
need to belong to a family 
unit, the need to worship 
We are interdependent 
creatures. We find solace 
and comfort in reaching out 
to others. We find meaning 
in giving of ourselves to 
others 
Sometimes children lack 
the kind of loving 
experiences that provide 
for self esteem and the 
ability to relate with others. 
Or they have had damage to 
the central nervous system 
from whatever cause and

tend to grow up in a way 
that suggest they have a 
disturbed personality 


Perhaps he or she is 
withdrawn and 
uncommunicative Or 
shows poor concentration, 
short attention span, slow 
learning abilities. Maybe he 
or she is always fighting 
seldom happy and 
chronically suspicious of 
others 

Such children sometimes 
grow up to be adults who 
are selfserving, constricted 
in their views, and wary of 
involvements with others 
They have difficulty 
maintaining friendships and 
may be caught up in abusing 
drugs and alcohol. Or they 
may be so unstable that 
they can’t last on the job 

All of these responses are 
evidences that often people 
seem to be against 
themselves. They have not 
learned the lesson of 
trusting in themselves and 
others for a more realistic 
picture of the world, both 
its pleasures and its pains 

They seem to prefer a 
distorted view, pull in their 
horns, and find no 
community of others. The 
love of self is abortive. It 
does not get expressed in 
love of others and 
eventually the sense of love 
in the world is gone 
altogether. 

Withdrawing’ behavior 
can lead to major problems,

either physical 
psychological, or social 
Sometimes there is such 


intensity of fear of 
involvement as to lead to 
suspiciousness regarding 
all relationships 

There may be a turning 


upon the self with the 
development of various 
complaints like loss of 


appetite, inability to sleep 
poor function of the 
gastrointestinal tract 
susceptibility to infections 
and a variety of emotionally 
caused physical problems 

At times, other 
individuals try to manage 
failure in being part of a 
community by engaging in 
aggresive, violent acts 
against society. Eventually 
such a person submits to a 
prison mentality, feeling 
some sense of community 
with fellow prisoners. This 
may account for the 
frequent return to criminal 
activities after release 
from prison 

I guess we need to 
remember, as one author 
put it, that ‘‘no man is an 
island unto himself.”’ 
Everyone feels the sense of 
relationships, regardless of 
growth patterns. Most of us 
opt for those’ relationships 
that extend us, stretch us, 
and require us to be more 
loving

‘‘But this isolation isn’t 
necessarily detrimental to the 
homemaker,”’ noted Linda Fidell, a 
psychologist with California State 
University. ‘‘Although -many 
professionals in social science and 
medicine have a very negative 
image of the housewife and her role, 
findings from a recently - completed 
study found happy housewives to be 
twice as numerous as unhappy 
ones.” 

But even the happy ones, noted 
Peggy Lennon, Kentucky Fried 
Chicken’s consumer consultant, are 
sometimes confused. ‘‘And while 
homemaking may not be a woman’s 
prime goal, or what she desires the 
most — it has become the prime 
responsibility. But we also have a 
responsibility to ourselves — and 
that is to fulfill ourselves. Trying 
to meet both ends is just that — 
trying.” 

And also treacherous. ‘‘There are 
a lot of women who probably wonder 
what price they will have to pay for 
exploring,’ said Erma Bombeck, 
syndicated columnist and keynote 
seminar speaker. ‘‘Will they gain a 
career ... but lose a husband? Will 
they win a paycheck, but lose 
control at home? Will they feel too 
inadequate to run General Motors ... 
but too educated to ever sort socks 
again? Or ... will she commit herself 
to new endeavor ... and fail?” 

And on top of all this is the guilt, 
said Jean Curtis, author of ‘‘A Guide 
for Working Mothers.”’ ‘‘You can be 
happily enconsed in a new career or 
back to school and your children are 
in grade school and you think 
everything is fine until the teacher 
calls you in for a conference and 
points out some minor problem. And 
then asks if perhaps you're not 
spending enough time with your 
child. Wham. The arrow always 
comes right back to you.”’

received a 92-percent rating 
— and I can’t get into my 
field, urban planning, even 
with a degree. Almost 
every person rated above 
me was a male veteran. 
Isn't it about time we 
stopped giving men this ad- 
vantage? 

Women’s groups have 
been waging a lonely battle 
against awarding 
preference points for men 
who served prior to the 
Vietnam war. Until recent- 
ly, few people cared that 
many competent women 
were barred from many 
fields because of this 
system. 


This commission doesn’t 
quarrel with the need to 
provide men a cushion for 
getting jobs when they 
return from war service. 
We believe that Vietnam 
war veterans still deserve 
this honorable and useful 
compensation. 

But veterans represent 22 
percent of the national work 
force. They hold 50 percent 
of the federal jobs. It is dif- 
ficult to argue that veterans 
of previous wars deserve 
this advantage still. 

The commission is sup- 
porting a bill (SB 847) 
proposed last year by 
Senator John Dunlap, and 
still before the California 
Legislature.

Although the 
bill lacked enough votes for 
passage last year, Senator 
Duniap is introducing it 
again. 

If legislators pass it this 
time around, one more job 
barrier against women will 
be overcome.

San Antonio Community Hospital is joining with the 
Hospital Council of Southern California in a program 
encouraging individuals to use less costly services and to 
avoid hospitalization when they can 
“="This represents a new focus on hospital education 
programs which in the past de-emphasized the role of the 
cohsumer in health care decisions. If it hadn’t been for 
strong talk about cost containment we probably wouldn't 
have launched this campaign,’ said Hospital Council 
President Stephen W. Gamble 

“We should have done this years ago. We have not 
addressed our community responsibilities to patients as 
well as we should have,” he said 

Hans Wiik, associate administrator of San Antonio 
Community Hospital, doesn’t agree totally with 
Gamble’s statement — at least where San Antonio 
Community Hospital is concerned 
» While he admits the subject of cost containment has 
intensified recently, he said, ‘‘Cost containment has been 
the focus at our institution for a number of years 
Certainly at this institution through the board (of 
trustees), medical staff and management, we’ve been 
focusing annually on cost containment through the 
budgeting process for each department’s goals and 
objectives 

“Our costs are lower than comparable-sized Southern 
(California institutions,’ he added, noting recent 1977 
‘data which shows San Antonio Community Hospital 
shaving lower average length of stays, average cost per 
{patient days, and average cost per inpatient stays 
(discharge) than the Southern California averages. 

Any potential patient entering San Antonio Community 

Hospital should consider pre-admission outpatient 
#testing which can save as much as $100 from an average 
: hospital bill as compared to having the same tests done 
}as an inpatient.

* Two years ago, for example, the hospital had a central 

‘monitor installed in the engineering department power 
‘plant to insure that all the mechanical, environmental, 
fire and security systems are properly maintained. 


The installation of this surveillance monitor has 
allowed the hospital to retain an operating engineering 
staff at the same level of personnel, even though the 
physical facilities have been enlarged by 93,000 square 
feet to accommodate new outpatient areas and a new 
mental health unit. 


The business services department early last year 
implemented a universal billing form for third-party 
‘billing allowing direct entry into the computer and 
thereby eliminating numerous forms and the detailed 
training previously required to complete the various 
forms used by separate insurance companies.

8. 01 percent in 1975. 

- In spite of slight drops in 

1976 and 1977, the rate 
appears to be rising once 
‘again. The department of 
@conomic and research of 
the National Association of 
Realtors foresees the rate 
€dging up .25 percent to 
@bout 9 percent in this year. 
« If this prediction is ac- 
urate, buying now could 
Save you money each time 
you mail in your mortgage 
payment. 
» Exactly how much? If, 
for example, you had a 30 - 
Year conventional loan for
